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Elba City Council Votes Three Tax Increases At Monday Meeting 


A record high budget, three tax 
increases and no action on another at 
Monday night’s Elba City Council 
mecting were only part of an action- 
packed meeting before a full house. 

Mayor Bob English presented a 
budget of $1,042,090, compared to the 
$898,372 planned for last year. English 
pointed out, however, that is only 
$12,000 above actual expenditures last 
year. He noted that the tax increases he 
proposed were bare minimums and 
were needed due to increases in debt 
service and completion depletion of 
cash reserves - ‘‘We just don’t have any 
money.’" 


Included in the package passed by 
the Council was an additional 50 cents 
per month on garbage; 75 cents per 
month on sewage (both residential 
increases) while commercial charges 
will be increased by the same percent 
but slightly more than the above 
figures; an additional 2 cents per pack 
on cigarettes, cigars and other tobacco 
products. 


English proposed a use tax also, but’ 


the Council tabled this action until the 
members had had time to discuss it with 
those most affected by the tax. Mr. 
James Grimes of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Revenue explained that all the 
surrounding towns have this tax, and 
the major effect would be felt by home

State Manager Ray Clemons was 
present and answered questions from 
the Council. Mayor English told the two 
“We face the people every day and are 
not going to be unreasonable, but we 
expect you to service all our people."’ 


Mike Parrish, representing the local 
go-kart racers, addressed the Council 
and requested permission to construct a 
nicer and more permanent facility in 
Elba. He pointed out the large number 
of participants and the attraction to 
out-of-town people. The group wants to 
qualify under the World Kart Associa- 
tion (WKA). It would include a better 
track, concession stand, fencing, rest 
rooms and seating, along with better 
lighting. Parrish pointed out that the 
groi:p had turned in $3692.59 in profits 
in ten weeks, and the cost of the 
improveinents would only be $6,000.

The Wiregrass Poultry Association 
voted Tuesday night to go on strike 
against Conagra. Spokesman for the 
Association said that pickets were 
posted Wednesday morning at the 
dressing plant, feed mill and both the 
hatcheries in Enterprise and Luverne. 


According to information released 
by the Association, they have 116 of the 
182 growers as members. About 80 


‘were present at the meeting Tuesday 
night. They plan to refuse to accept 
more biddies until a new contract is 
signed, and those with chicks now will 
join the strike as soon as the present 
batch is grown off. 


One member said that, if necessary, 
the growers could give the company a 
timetable to get their chicks out of the 
houses, even if they were not grown.

Senior Counselor of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Service 
in the Andalusia District,

The award was presented 
in recognition of outstanding 
contribution to the field of 


rehabilitation over a number 
of years.

A resident of Andalusia, 
he is the husband of the 
former Jule Bradley, a grad- 
uate of Elba High School, 
and they have two children - 
Mrs. Julanne Bodden of Troy 
and James A. Browder of 
Montgomery. 


He is a graduate of 
McKenzie High School, 
holds the B.S. ard M.S. 
degrees from Auburn Uni- 
versity, and has had post- 
graduate training at several 
other universities. He has 
been employed with Rehabi- 
litation Service since 1957. 
Mr. Browder meets regu- 
larly with handicapped per- 
sons of Coffee County (as 


well as surrounding areas) on 
the second and fourth Thurs- 
day of each month at the 
Health Department in Elba. 
He also works with the high 
school and Welfare Depart- 
ment seeking out and help- 
ing handicapped persons be- 
come able to train for, and 
hold down, jobs. 

Eligibility for Vocational 
Rehabilitation is based upon 
the presence of a physical or 
mental disability which, for 
the individual, constitutes or 
results in a substantial hand- 
icap to employment and a 
reasonable expectation that 
vocational rehabilitation ser- 
vices may benefit the individ- 
ual in terms of employability. 

Other services provided 
include counseling and guid- 
ance to help the disabled 
person understand his abili- 
ties as well as his limitations; 
physical restoration, includ- 
ing medical and psychiatric 
treatment, surgery, hospital 
care; physical appliances, 
such as limbs, braces, visual 
aids and hearing aids; find- 
ing a job; follow-up on the 
job, etc. 

Vocational Rehabilitation 
is a service of the State of 
Alabama, and most of the 


services are without cost to 
the individual.

VA Recipients 
Should Report 
Income 


Hollman Taylor, the State 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs Service Officer for 
Coffee County, remids all 
living veterans, widows, 
children and parents who 
receive non-service  con- 
nected disability pension 
payments from the Veterans 
Administration of the fast 
approaching VA annual 
income reporting period and 
income reporting responsi- 
bilities. 

Taylor says that all 
beneficiaries receiving such 


payments, except certain 
children and persons 72 
years of age or older, should 
receive VA Income Question- 
naires on or about November 
1, 1980. The questionnaires 
should be completed and 
returned to the Veterans 
Administration not later than 
January 1, 1981. Failure to 


do this will automatically 
suspend all payments. 
Generally, claimants age 
72 or older who have been 
receiving VA benefits for the 
last two years, and children 
under the age of 23 receiving 
pension under laws in effect 


prior to December 31, 1978, 
are not being sent an annual 
income questionnaire. This 
does not mean, however, 
that they are exempt from 
the income limits prescribed 
by law. They must still report 
any changes in the number 
or status of their dependents 
and any increase in their 
annual income which causes 
it to exceed their income 
limit. However, they need 
not report general rate in- 
creases in Social Security 
because they are automati- 
cally recorded. All other 
changes in 1980 should be 
reported. 

Those needing assistance 
in completing these forms, or 
assistance with other matters 
relating to veterans’ benefits 
are invited to contact Taylor.

James Tindol, who lives 
south of the New Hope 
Community, has had ex- 
cellent sod grazing for the 
past 3-4 years.

Having sufficient storage 
space for their fall crops is 
good business on the part of 
farmers and the only way to 
be sure they have a place for 
the harvest, Rollan Day, 
Chairperson of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation 
committee, said. 

As of June 1, available 
U.S. storage capacity was 
down 194,6 million bushels 
from a year earlier.

and said Alabama’s high rates of 
teenage pregnancy and illegitimacy 
must be lowered before public welfare 
caseloads will ever come down. 

**Alabama has the third highest rate 
of teenage pregnancy in the country,”’ 
Cooper said, ‘‘Last year, half the 
babies born to teenage girls in Alabama 
were illegitimate. That figure compares 
to under one-fourth of the babies born 
to teenage mothers 20 years ago.”’ 


Cooper, who has headed the state's 
public welfare agency since his appoint- 
ment to the post by Governor Fob 
James in February, 1979, is making a 
special effort to visit all 67 county 
offices of the Department of Pensions 


welfare caseloads, especially the case- 
load of the Aid to Dependent Children 
program, are directly tied to teenage 
pregnancy and illegitimacy. The ADC 
program, which provides an average 
monthly payment of $109 for each 
family in Alabama, reaches 62,000 
families in the state, including more 
than 350 in Coffee County. 

*‘Most unmarried teenage girls, 
when they become pregnant, have no 
means of support other than ADC,”’ 
Cooper said. He added that, while 
solutions to the problem are not at all 
clear, any successful effort must include 
cooperative work among schools, par- 
ents and churches as well as public and 
private health and welfare agencies.
